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WHITE MOUNTAIN INDIANS. 


Miguel, the One-Eyed Chief—A Trip, to 
his Village—Hospitality of his Tribe— 
Invasion by Col. Green—Excitemont. 
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SEPTEMBER 4sosyrensresro 1869, 


We arein raesipt of the firat number of the 
San Diego Builetin—~a, clean, respeotable 
looking sheet, of twenty-four columns, just 
atarted in San Diego, It is quite sanguine of 
the future greatness of Sart Diego—~as, in fact, 
is every other paper on the Pacific coast. But 
here, the Bulletin has madea monstrous fen 
male goose of of itself at the very outsel—-pro- 
claiming itself n partisan jousnal, before its 
existence pecame known outside its city: 

“As regarda anr political career, we canonly 


gay that we hayenlways voted and lived up tọ 


neing views of ‘the republican 
ea abe polteving’ that auch party tas here- 
tofore, and will strive in-the-future to advance 
the true principles of liberty and equality in 
all men; protect the tiation’s houor, and ad- 
vanee the best interests of the country, we 
shall support the Republican party.” 

Now, itis very proper for onr contemporary 
to proclaim itself sọ long as it intends to act, 
but it is the action wa condemn.

letter from one of the party, now at Camp 
McDowell, to Mr. R. M, Crandal, of this place, 
will certainly place the character of the writer 
upon a better footing, We cannot say more 
now as we have concluded to surrender all our 
space to the publication of this letter—giving 
mnformation regarding the general apparance 
of a district of country hitherto unexplored. 
Messrs, Crandal aud Cooler, two wellknown 
citizens of this place, will vouch for the writer's 
veracity, and reliability of character : 


Came McDowst1, A. T. 
Aug. 25, 1869, 
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Ske Now York Sunhas evidently conceived 
a decided antipathy to Arizona, and indulges 
inevery epacies of faleshood in the hope of 
accomplishing something to the detriment of 
the Territory, Every account from Arinona 
ia remoddled, or in sape manner distorted be~ 
fare finding a place in the columns of the Sun. 
Hereia the manner in which Major Dufield’a 
report has been represented : 

“Major Duffield, special agent of the Post 
OMea Departrdent in New Mexico, reports that 
< Las beea impossible ta send the mails to Ati» 
‘ons, ox uccount of the Apache Indians.” 

Curtainly, many heavy calamities have hap- 
pened to the mails in Arizona: between Tuc- 
«3 and Fort Yuma, and again, between Tuce 
son and the Rio Grand, it is weli known how 
snnoyiug the Indian has proved tothe mail 
xtvice, Bat, happily, the mail service on 
her route ts atthe handa of men who do not 
believe, to any very great extent, im things 
"imporaille,” end wo'think the fact that the 
‘nails, notwithstanding Indian hostilities, con- 
unue regular, is suficient proof that there is no 
impossibility about the matter—unless, indeed, 
the impossibility of a characterless newspaper 
to accomplish anything which must be breught 


Carr. R. M. Craxpat :— 

I see by your city paper that we are reported 
as living among the Apache Indians, in the 
White Mountains, and thinking that the public 
might construe that notice into something in- 
jurious to ourselves I shell inform you how we 
came to be among those Indians; and if you 
think it necessary that the explanation be made 
public please hand this fetter to the editor of 
the ARIZONAN : 

Last May I started from Socorro, with a party 
to explore the White Mountaina and the Salt 
River. On our arrival at Cutero we failed to 
organize a party of sufficient strength to enter 
that country, s0 we turnei our attention to tbe 
Zunia mountains where we found gold in pay: 
ing quantities but no water. Whilein theo 
mountains I learned that two parties of White 
Mountain Apaches had beeninto Fort Wingate 
to seo the commanding officer, Col. A. W. 
Evens, 3d cavalry, and that there would be a 
council held by the Apachesand Navajoes at 
the Ojos Calientas, soath of Zania about 12 
miles, J took my party, went to Zania, and 
started thence for Fort Wiogate, leaving my 
party at Zunia. I remained at Wiugate, with 
Col. Evens, several days, examined copies of 
the letters that thesa Apaches had brought in, 
consisting of letters from various prospecting 
parties who had penetrated their country and 
had been well treated by them. One of these 
letters was from Dr. Thorn, of Limitar, N. M, 
who ssid thatthe Salt River, or Pinal Apsch- 
eshad driven his party back, and on meeting 
these Indians of the White mountains were 
treated very kindly; and were advised by them 
notto attempt to go further west asthey would 
be killed by the other Indians, All these let~ 
ters spoke highly of this band of Indians, and 
on my consulting judge Turner, whomI met 
at Wingate, en routo for Prescott, and Colonel 
Evens, also several other friends, I came to 
the conclusion to Wait and have « talk with 
theso Apaches. On July &th I underatood from 
Delgadito and Batboncito, the two head chiefs 
of the Navajoes, thaj they were yoing to the 
council to make péaze with the Apaches, and 
that these Indians wore good to the whites aad 
would take me into their country. In the mean 
time Col. Evens had written to Gon’! Getty, at 
Banta Fe, m regard to these Indians; Gen’! 
Gotty’s reply was to have Major Frénch, the

Peace man, and by Dr, Palmer, the'great Bug 
man who has the toad that spirts blood from 
hie eyes, On Major French agking his Indians 
if they were willing for the Apaches to live 
with them, thay emphatically said “no,” and 
consequently no Navajods, visited. the council 
ofthe Apaches, Before leaving Cation Bonito, 
the Navajo post,. Major French gave me some. 
tobacca, garden seeds, and several articles to 
give to these Indians, also good advice tor them, 
On my return to Wingate, W. Dodd, brother 
of the late Col. Dodd, volunteered to accom- 

pany me—~so We pulled out from Wingate, July 
5th, made Zhnia the same day, saw the one- 

eyed chief Miguel and had quite an interesting 

talkwith him,, He seemed well pleased that 

wa'were poing into hia country. Wo remained 

one day at Zunia and went back to Wingate 

to ket provisions, Col, Cressy accompanied ue 

on our return to Zunia, where he informed Mi~ 
guel that the commanding officer at Fort Win- 

gate gould not make peace with him, that it 

would be necessary to go to Santa Fe to see 

the General, that we were going into their 

country to Jook for gold and that he must 

treat us well, and in return that we would go 

with him to Santa Fe and assist him in mak- 

ing peace ; to all ofwhich he readily assented, 

promising to protect us from all bad Indians 

and to show us where there was plenty of gold. 

On the 10th we started for the White Moun- 

tains, having been joined at Zunia bya young 

man named Charley Franklin. We crossed 

the Little Colorado abont six miles above 

the mouth of the Znnia river, and for several 

days we traveled over the finest timbered and 

watered country that I have ever seen—as a 

stock country it cannot be excelled. On the 

T8th we arrived at the Indian village of the 

chief Miguel. We were met several miles from 

the village, by all the band; women and chil» 

dren, all, gave us a hearty welcome and escort. 

ed us to town. The village ison a beautiful 

stream finely timbered—walnut, Sycamore, 

pine~and in fact s finer variety of timber than 

Tùave ever seen in any part of the west. The 

valley is wide and has more available Jand than 

any of our streams in New Mexico. We found 

plent, of corn here and relished the roasting 

ears “muchly,” This stream is called the Cara 

rizo, and is a tributary of the Rio Prieto. We 

remained in the vicinity for several days, pros- 

pecting, found no gold, but found silver indi- 

cations. The chief of the White Mountain 

Apaches, thot live on the Bonito and Prieto, 

sent two Indians to tellus to wait eight days 

for him, as he was west of the Prieto, getting 
mescal. Iu the mean time we had collected 

abont 40 Indians under Miguel and started 

west for a stream that they represent as being 
fall of gold. When we hud, at length, arrived 
close to the stream an Indian came dashing 
up te us—he was painted white, and armed 
with au Tofantry breech-loading gun—he said 
wo must turn back, that his chief would not 
allow us to proceed further west, and if we did 
that they would kill us all, Just then the band 
hove in sight, Miguel putus behind the com- 
mand and told us not to be alarmed as those 
Indians would have to kill hin and his Indians 
before they should injure us, The Chief of the 
other party came forward and eaid we were in 

hia country, that we must turn back, or other- 

wise he would ght us, Our Indians said they 
had promised to show us the gold and that it 
was to their interest todo 80, as we could sliow 
them how to secura it, and that they conld 
buy more manta and other goods better with 
gold thau with horses and deer skins, aud il 
we would way go on, they would go, not» 
withstanding, At this time another party of

cameto us, They advised us to go back as the 
Salt River ead Pinal Indians were very strong 
aud-we would get them into 4rouble if we ate 
tempted to goon, but our Indians would not, 
ot first, lisien to any atgnment, fearing wa 
might believe thenf cowards, By thie tine we 
were completely gurrounded, and from the loud 
talking, and all setkiug at once, we ihowzhtour 
time hati come; bat Miguel kept constantly 
telling ka through the intorpreterto “stand 
atill,” “don't bhoot,” “don’t be afraid,” “you 
shalle ‘4 beturi," &c.

tribe. On tho 25th of July a strange Indian 
came into the village and created quite an 
excitement, It was some time before we gould 
find out what the matter was, but finally 
we learned that a large party of seldiers had 
succeeded in destroying a rancheria &pd quite 
alotof corn, and had wounded one Indian 
and taken several prisoners, The rancheria 
thus destroyed belonged to a portion of Pedro's 
band, and we naturally felt alarmed thinking 
that. Pedro might retaliate on us, but our 
friends told us not to fear, as Pedro had sént 
some of his people ta us and they could pro= 
tect us. They also said that this party had in. 
atructions from Pedro not to go to the place 
where they Were jumped, and it, was their own 
fault, and that they had but themselves to 
blame. On July 30th another runner arrived 
saying that the troops were on the Prieta and 
would lay there that day, and in all probability 
proceed next day to the Bonito, and from there, 
afterwards, to the Carri, 

As we did not know the intentions of these 
troops we deemed it prudent to make for them, 
so Dodd and I, accompanied by Miguel and 
three of his men, started for the Rio Prieto, 
Upon arriving here we found the command 
had left, but we tock the trail and followed it 
acrosson-the Rio Bonito ond just at dusk 
foundthe camp, Here we found Colonel Green, 
lat cavalry, in command, to whom we reported, 
He wag, very justly, surprised to see two white 
men with thece Indiana and, quite natorally, 
inquired whet the devil brought us here, in 
this country, among the Indians, where be had 
four companies and expected to fight every 
minute, We recounted to him all the particu- 
lars; still, if it had not been that I recoguized 
George Cooler, who, upon my making myself 
known to him, told the Colonel who I was, 
I think Dodd and I would have beon furnished 
government transportation te Goodwin or 
Grant. But we were treated very kindly by 
the Colonel, Captain Barry, and everybody, 
The Col. having deemed it necessary to place 
the Indians under guard, we requested to be 
treated in like manuer, that these Indians whe 
had so much confidence in us should not 
think we had betrayed them, and so, for the 
lrst time, Llay down tosleep with a sentinel 
standing guard over re. In the morning 
when I awoke I picked ap æ canteen to go to 
the river and get some water, when the senti- 
nel sung out “halt!” and you had better be- 
lieve mo, I halted instauter; he following close 
behind me to the river. When comiag back 
Col Green caled me and said “l am sorry 
that you jeft that young man over there, (uis 
luding to Charley, whom we left at the village, 
on Carrizo,) “but the best thing I can do will 
be to send Captain Burry withhis command to 
get him away.” Just betore starting, the Col, 
had a talk with Miguel who showed his Jetters, 
of which he had seweral—ous trom James H, 
Carleton, Kd. Evens, Major Chapin, and yari- 
ous other officers. He told the Col that he hud 
always been friendly to the whites, that he bad 
never stolen anything from them, that he conld 
find no tracke of stolen animals going into his 
country, that he was anxious to et protection 
from the government, and that we were going 
with him to Santa i's to see Genoral Getty and 
get permission from him to live on his ranch, 
or to ge if he would put himself and his peos 
ple on a roservation, 

Upon arriving at the village 1 gaw the w fe 
of the Chief run up to captain Barry hold ont 
her hand and say "soldado bueno.” We 
camped that night within about 100 yards of 
the rancheria; iu half an hour every woman 
and child that could carry fodder were carry~ 
ing loads of it to the horses; baskets of corn 
were given to the men, who pitched into it wuh 

leasure, and I could see the difference it made 
in them—all were on the fight a few hours bœ 
fore, but now were sitting, or stretched fui 
length upon the ground smoking the pipe of 
ace——each had eaten hia fill of Indian roast- 
ing ears and now seemed at peace with ali 
mankind. Even Manuel and bistame Apsch- 
es were cooled down and were talking and 
laughing with their wild brothets, 

Before leaving, tbe Captain had ¢ long con~ 
versation with the chief Miguel; he told him 
that he had come with the inteution of killing 
hiw and all his people, thinking tat they were 
bad Indians, but that he kad chenyed his 
mind; they must, however, go immediately to 
Camp HeVovwell and c20 general Devin, and 
that I would necompnny them. Ho gave me a 
Jeiter to Gev’! Devin and took his command 
and started for the Pio Bonito, while we got 
everything in rea/liness for our teip to McDow~ 
ell; the particulars of which trip I will give 
you, perhaps by next mailat | hr a it sufa 
fice to say that between thé White Mountains 
and Camp McDowell I have seen the richest 
country I ever set foot in,

_ But we do not think that many of the party 
regret having taken the trip, On the contrary 
it would appear, that though they may not have 
found ¢he mine, yet some other mine, of very 
fair promise, has been discovered. Four or five 
of the party, as we learn, on the third day 
became rebellious, declaring they would not be 
foaled longer by the impostor Mac. In this 
wholesome mood they started off un their own 
account, and after involuntarily practising 
summersaults and other gymnastic fests, on 
muleback, for thebetter part of two days, they 
pointed their bloodless stock toward Tucson 
arriving one day in advance of the main party. 
We have, however, observed, that though they 
admit of having tumbled down several hills 
and receiving sundry bruises, they are not disa 
couraged, and speak of visiting those wilds 
again at an early day. It has likewise been ob- 
served that these men are painfully evasive 
if questioned regarding direction &c., from the 
time they separated from the main party.

Inarswer to the first I 
say, if in my official capacity as District Attors 
ney, causii g to be arrested and trying persons 
for criminal offences such as larceny, disturb- 
ing the peace, inproper use ofdeadly weapons, 
drunkenness &2., and after a fuir trial con- 
vict and fine them, then the law ubiding peo- 
ple of Arizona City, mertiyned in the Miner 
have beon fleeced to the amount of 288 dòl ars, 
which went iuto the county treasury, aud nor 
into whisky saloons in the short space of two 
menths. The justice docket can easily be 
iound and my connegtion with the fleecing dis- 
covered, Inanswer tu the 24 and 8d charges 
—I wae in LaPaz and notin Arizona City at 
the time Montgomery was arreste, killed, and 
the coroners inquest held. I arrived in La Paz 
from Arizona City ọn the 22d or 23d of June, 
and there remained until the 10th of Joly. 
Montgomery was arrested on the 25th of June, 
and killed and the inquest held on the 27th o" 
Jane; theréfore I was absent from Arzona 
City during all the proceediags referred to and 
rerrained absent, fur thirteen days after the 
killing of Monteomery; then, how in the name 
of reason conl l I have any thing to do with the 
arrest, kiling of Montgomery, and relieving 
his body at a consideruble sum of money. 
Montgomery neverwas arrested by any author- 
ity of mine; be wag arrested on the complaint 
‘fa Mexican accusing him of stealing a horse. 
‘The Justice, (an old man cf 60 years,) told 
me that he issued the warrant for the arrest of 
M.. before writiig out the complaint, because 
the accused had ‘eft town and the constable 
was in a‘ercat hurry to get after bim,, When 
Montgomery was arrested and brought back be 
was permitted by the Justice to settle the mat~ 
ter andthe char.e was withdrawn; then the

‘Ihe examiuation was prosecuted by 
myself before justice Hanford, with Mr Brinley 
acting as clerk, and resulted in holding Smith, 
the defendant, to answer for the crime of man- 
slaughter, and admitted to bail by the Justice, 
adverse to iny w'shes, in the sum of 500 doi- 
larg ; which sum ke deposited, not being able 
to obtain bonds, Puring the examingtion I 
ofere every opportunity for the people to

change, from the present wretched state of 
Indian afaira here, will be efiected; but 
go svan as a force equal to the task shall have 
fairly comnienced operations, allowing the In- 
dian neither time nor place to congregate nor 
opportunity to plunder, we may justly conclude 
that the day in which we, and not the Apache, 
shall have the ascendency, is at hand, 

There has never at any time been sufficient 
force, under arma, in the Territory to carry out 
the achemo just recommended, With only 
about 500 men, Gen, Devin, during the past 
year, hos sent scouts over almost every portion 
of the coutitry, and they have accomplished a 
vast amount of good both by chastising the Ins 
dians and obtaining information regarding the 
topography of the country.

Six :-—The constant raids of the Apaches, 
and inseeurity of life and property in every 
portion of the Territory seem to call for some 
action on my part, to remedy the evil if pos- 
siblo. 

Ihave been solicited by the people from 
different portions of the Territory 10 cail out 
the militia, assuring me that two or three con- 
panies, at least will serve a campaign withont 
p'cuniary reward if they can be aup:lied with 
arms, ammunition and rutions, but I bave 
none to éupply them with. I desire to ask 
you, if it is within your pow r and in accord- 
ance with yonr feelings, to furuigh say three 
hundred militiaemen with arms, ammunition 
and rations for a six months’ campaign, Y wi:l 
guarantee, in cass thesosupriies are furnished, 
that the movements of the militia shall be in 


officer of tho district, The men will ve mostly 
old Indian-Sghters, inuzed to the hardships 
of the country and familiar vith tho Indian 
habits and haunts, They will, I think, be 
fouud a valuable auxiliary to the military force 
lin this district. I desire to say that the mili- 
ftary forces in the Territory are doing all that 
men can do fo punish the savages and protect 
the people. ‘The officers generally are zealous 
and energetic. Gen. Devin, in particular, is en- 
‘titled to, aud, I believe, receives the heartielt 
gratitude of the people of the Territory The 
great difficulty is thatthe force is too small for 
the vast exteut of country, when taken into 
consideration that the Indiansdivide intosmall 
baudy and make raids in every portion of the 
Territory. 
xperience seems to huve demonstrated the 
fact that tle ofly way to subdue the Apache is 
to have sufficient force to attack them where 
they hive, destroy their crops, keep their fami- 
lies moving, and to deprive them of any safe 
place in which to keep their plunder: by doing 
this they could not epare men from home to 
make raids, andin a short time would become 
sufficiently starved to oblige them to sue for
